Nothing  has,  as  yet,  been  learned  of  the  Thomp¬ 
sons  prior  to  1784. 

The  Introduction  consists  of  these  facts  as  far  back 
as  now  known,  up  to  the  union  of  the  two  families, 
also  the  relative  connection  of  Wm.  H.  and  R.  B. 
Beeson  of  Middleport,  Ohio,  and  Isaphine  Under¬ 
wood,  Danville,  Ohio,  who  attend  our  Reunions; 
after  which  it  is  The  Thompson-Beeson  Family  Rec¬ 
ord  with  all  data  as  accurate  as  can  be  procured.  If 
errors  occur  they  are  unintentional,  and  to  be  re¬ 
gretted.

Alex  Underwood  ancestor  of  those  related  to  the 
Thompson  family,  with  Wm.  Penn  came  to  America 
from  England.  Jesse  Underwood  had  two  sons  and 
Uvo  daughters  who  married  in  the  Joseph  Thompson 
family. 

Tradition  tells  us  that  Rachel  Ball  was  a  relative 
of  Gen.  George  Washington,  thru  his  mother  Mary 
Ball;  also  that  Hannah  Dustin  was  a  relative  of  the 
Thompsons.  She,  in  1697  was  taken  captive  by  the 
Indians  at  her  home  in  Haverhill,  Mass.,  after  they 
had  killed  her  three  day  old  babe.  Later  with  the 
aid  of  her  nurse  and  a  white  boy  captive,  she  killed 
and  scalped  ten  of  the  Indians  and  escaped,  making 
her  way  home.  We  are  unable,  as  yet  to  verify  these 
kinships. 


Ruth,  the  youngest  child  of  Joseph  and  Rachel 
Thompson,  when  a  few  years  old,  left  her  mother, 
who  was  washing  near  the  creek,  to  go  to  her  father, 
at  the  mill  which  was  some  distance  down  stream, 
perhaps  a  quarter  of  amile.  She  had  to  cross  on  a 
plank  to  reach  him.  Later,  something  stopped  the 
waterwheel  and  the  father,  reaching  under  the  water 
to  investigate,  draw  out  the  body  of  his  baby  girl.

Duncan  Oliphant  emigrated  from  Scotland  to  New 
Jersey  about  1690  to  1700.  One  of  his  sons,  Ephriam, 
was  the  father  of  Samuel,  the  father  of  Ann,  who 
married  Richard  Beeson  (5 — E).  The  eldest  son  of 
Duncan  was  David,  who  had  a  son  Jonathan,  a  Cap- 
tin  in  2nd  N.  J.  Regt.  during  the  Revolutionary  War 
and  was  great-grandfather  of  Dr.  Samuel  Grant 
Oliphant  of  Exter,  N.  H.,  who  says:  “David,  the  first 
Oliphant  mentioned  in  history  was  noted  for  his  he¬ 
roism  in  1142.  Some  of  the  Oliphants  were  Justicians 
(Judges)  of  Scotland,  the  highest  office  save  the 
Crown.  Sir  Wm.  Oliphant  was  perhaps  the  greatest 
of  the  name  on  account  of  immortal  fame,  won  by  his 
gallant  defense  of  Sterling  Castle  in  1304.  His  son 
Walter  married  the  daughter  of  King  Robert  Bruce. 
The  Oliphants  were  noted  for  their  devotion  and  loy¬ 
alty  to  the  Jacobite  cause.  They  were  Quakers.

The  family,  with  then  six  children  all  borri  in  Co¬ 
lumbiana  Co.,  O.  moved  in  wagons  to  Salem  Tp.  Meigs 
Co.  O.  in  the  fall  of  1836.
